The ordinances forbid that a man holding 
@ place in the House of Delegates or the 
Council shail make a contract with the 
city. It was alleged that more than one 
member of the assembly did this, and by a 
subterfuge succeeded in obtaining large and 
profitable contracts from the city. 

As was stated in the Post-Dispatch sév- 
eral weeks ago one of the members of the 
Municipal Assembly was cherged with hav- 
ing obtained large sums of money frém the 
city by having work done and having the 
bills made out to a fictitious name. Checks 
and vouchers were signed by these names 
The Post-Dispatch called attention to this 
and the grandjury began its investigati>n. 

Another member is alleged to have fol- 
lowed the same methods, and indorsed the 
name of another person to the checks. At 
the time the authorities considered the ad- 
visability of having the members ousted, 
but it w WW thought that criminal proceed- 
ings could be instituted and with the evi- 
dence adduced Monday it is understood that 
sufficient evidence will be found to warrant

NTAL TREATY

WASIIINGTON, May of 
® wn Hay vesterday sent by mail to Powell 
Clayton, United States ambassador at Mex- 
ico City, instructions to at once see Senor 
Ignacio Mariscal, minister of foreign rela- 
tions for the Mexican government, and lay 
before that gentleman a request of a sup- 
plemental treaty between the two republics 
to include bribery, the great American 
crime, which came into international impor- 
tance with the Kratz case. 

This order to Mr. Clayton is the direct 
result of the visit to the state department 
made by Circuit Attorney Folk of St. Louis 
last week. It is anticipated here that the 
final result wili be ihe feturn of Kratz to 
St. Louis. 

The important point as to whether this 
supplemental treatv may be retroactive, 
which was raised as soon as this means of 
securing Kratz was suggested, has been 
much discussed, but the consensus of opin- 
is that since the existing treaty does 
uot specify that this instrument is not 
retroactive, then any supplement to this 
treaty will operate to cover any crime com- 
mitted since the date of the existing treaty.

Renewal of Activity of Burn- 
ing Mountains in Mexico 
and United States. 


‘ST. PIERRE A BLACKENED 


RUIN UNDER MONT PELEE. 


The form of the islands of Martinique 
ani St. Vincent is rapidly changing un- 
der the throes of their mighty volcanoes. 

Scientists aay the entire topography of 
the Leeward group of the West Indies 
may be modified, and that many small 
islands may wholy disappear. 

The northern part of Martinique is now 
sinking into the sea, rivers have disap- 
peared, and new lakes have formed. 

The French cable ship Pouyer Quertier, 
endeavoring to repair the cable, found it 
sunk to 3900 feet, where formerly the 
depth was only 1000. 

The same changes are apparent on St. 
Vincent. 

In Mexico the voleano, Mount Colima, is 
in eruption, and the people in the sur- 
rounding valleys are fleeing. 

In Nebraska the Ionia volcano is smok- 
ing and threatens to break forth. 


FORT DE FRANCE, 
May 13.—St. Pierre, city of the dead, 
lies a blackened, smoking ruin in the 
shadow of the demon Mont Pelee that in 
a moment's time put to death its 30,000 
people. The volcano, still smoking, and 
occasionally shooting out great light- 
ning-like tongues of flame, rumbles and 
shakes the ground and agitates the sea 
a mile or more from shore.

It was blotted out 


by one great flash of fire.

NO ONE THOUGHT OF DANGER. 

“No one on board had any idea of dan- 
ger. 

“Capt. G. T. Muggah was on the bridge 
and all hands got on deck to see the show. 

“The spectacle was magnificent. 


“As we approached St. Pierre we could 
distinguish the rolling and leaping of the 
red flames that belched from the mountain 
in huge volumes and gushed high in the 
sky. 

“Enormous clouds of black smoke hung 
over the voleano. 

“When we anchored at St. Pierre I no- 
fieed the cable steamship Grappler, the 
Roddam. three or four American schooners 
And a number of Italian and Norwegian 
barks. 

“The flames were then spurting straight 

: the air, now and then waving to om 
side or to the other for a moment, and 
again leaping suddenly higher up. 

“There was a constant muffled roar. It 
was like the biggest oil refinery in the 
world burning up on the mountain top. 

“There was, a tremendous explosion 
about 7:45 o’clock, soon after we got in. 


MOUNTAIN SIDE BLOWN OUT. 


“The mountain was blown to pieces. 
There was no warning. The side of the 
voleano was ripped out, and there hurled 
straight toward us a solid wall of flame. 
{t sounded like thousands of canon. 

“The wave of fire was on us and over us 
like a lightning flash. It was like a hur- 
ricane of fire. 

“f saw it strike the cable ship Grappler 
broadside on and capsize her. rrom end 
to end she burst into flames and then she 
vank. 

“The fire rolled en masse straight down 
upon St. Pierre and the shipping. * 

“The town vanished before our eyes, 
and then the air grew stifling hot and we 
were in the thick of it, 

“Wherever the mass of fire struck the 
sean the water boiled and sent up vast 
clouds of steam. 

“The sea was torn into huge whirlpools 
that careened toward the open sea. One 
of these horrible hot whirlpools swung un- 
der the Roraima and pulled her dovén on 
her beam ends with the suction. She ca-

SAVED BY A NEGRO. 
“First Officer Scott was saved by one 
of the negro laborers, who hurled him into 
thé steerage and held ‘the door shut 


against the flames. I saved my life by 
running to my stateroom and burying my- 
self in the hedding. The blast of fire from 
the voleano lasted only a few minutes. 

“It shriveled and set fire to everything 
it touched. Thousands of casks of rum 
were stored in St. Pierre, and these were 
every street and out onto the sea. This 
blazing rum set fire to the Roraima sev- 
eral times. 

“The burning rum ran in streams down 
explode! by the terrific heat. 

“Before the voleano burst the landings 
of St. Pierre were crowded with people. 
After the explosion not one living being 
was seen on land. 

“Only 25 of those on the Roraima out of 
68 were left after the first fiash. 

“The French cruiser Suchet came in and 
took us off at 2 p. m. She remained near- 
hy helping all she could until 5 p. m., then 
went to Fort de France with all the peo- 
ple she had rescued. 

“At that time it looked as if the entire 
north end of the island was on fire. The 
shore was covered with mud and frag- 
ments of stone. All the vegetation was 
burned away. , 

“I think fully 40,000 lives must have 
been lost. There will surely be famine 
among the survivors on Martinique, for St. 
Pierre was the big storehouse for food 
stuffs.

As we left, Mont Pelee was 
still blazing and roaring, and the Roraima 
was still on fire.

PROF. SHALER’S THEORY. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May “.—N. 8S. Sha- 
ler, professor of geology in Harvard Uni- 
versity, and one of the most eminent geol- 
ogists in the country, in his lectures to his 
class gave the following as his theory of 
volcanoes: 

“Volcanic outbreaks are merely the ex- 
plosion of steam under high pressure, 
steam which is bound in rocks buried un- 
derneath the surface of the earth and 
there subjected to such tremendous heat 
that when the conditions are right its pent- 
up energy breaks forth and it shatters its 
stone prison walls into dust. 

“The process by which the water becomes 
buried in this manner is a long one. Some 
contend that it leaks down from the sur- 
face of the earth through fissures in the 
outer crust, but this theory is not general- 
ry acceped. 

“The common belief is that water enters 
the rocks during the crystalization period 
and that) these rocks through the natural 
action of rivers and streams become de- 
posited im the bottom of the ocean. Here 
they lay for many -ages, becoming buried 
deeper and deeper under masses 
sediment, which are constantly 
washed down upon them from. above. 
process is called the blanketing process. 

“Each additional layer of sediment, while 
not raising the lever of the sea bottom, 
buries the first layers just so much deeper 
and adds to their temperature, 
the laying of extra blankets on a bed. 

“When the first layer has reached a 
depth of a few thousand feet the

DR. HOVEY’S THEORY. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch 

NEW YORK, May s#.—These who in the 
near future see a deep crimson glare in 
the sky as night falls are advised not to 
run to a supposed fire. The chase might 
lead to a St. Pierre, Martinique. 

Following the last great seismic disturb- 
ance—thut of the volcano of Krakatoa, in 
the strait between Sumatra and Java, when 
100,000 persons lost their lives—the phe- 
nomenon of a crimsoned sky appeared 
night after night. The -reason for this 
yhenomenon was explained by Dr. E. Otis 
Hovey, assistant curator of geology of the 
Mugeum of Natural History of New York. 

“It is, of course, impossible to say at 
present what caused this eruption of the 
voleano of Mont Pelec.’’ said Dr. Hovey. 

“A majority of volcanic eruptions are 
similar in cause and effect to a boiler ex- 
plosion:. It is mow the accepted belief that 
the sudden introduction of cold on the great 
molten mass acts as would the pouring of 
water into a red-hot boiler. It causes a 
great volume of steam which must have an 
outtet. 

“You can readily see how water would 
get into a crater located as this one was— 
on an island, and not far from the coast. 
It is said that the volcanic chain crosses 
at that point. Such crossing would cause 
a tension of the crust of the earth which 
might cause great fissures. If water were 
to search out these fissures and reach the

It Is Too Poor to Stand Alone, 
Says Wright. 


HE FOUGHT FOR  JIMINEZ 


REVENUES ARE NOT EQUAL TO 
THE EXPENDITURES. 


Rise of Beet Sugar Industry Has 
Wrecked Its Fortunes and Threat- 
ens It With Reign of 
Barbarism. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—‘The Unitea 
States practically owns the republic of San 
Domingo now. It is only a question of time 
when this country will take possession,” is 
the way Lieut. W. 8. Wright, a former fol- 
lower of Jiminez, the deposed President, 
sizes up the situation of one of the two 
black republics. 

Mr. Wright was formerly an Indiana ed- 
itor, but deserted newspaper work to accept 
a commission at the beginning of the Span- 
ish-American wer. 

When the war was over, he did not have 
quite enough soldiering, and joined the ex- 
pedition of Jiminez, who was just starting 
from Havana to take possession of the 


Dominican government. 

The expedition was successful, but not for 
long, as a new filibustering expedition hag 
deposed Jiminez, who is now a prisoner in 
the. French legation. 

‘The late revolution in San Domingo is 
the natural result of attempting to run a 
million dollar government on a half million 
dollar income,” said Wright. 

“President Jiminez was a good business 
man. He had amassed a fortune of a mil- 
lion dollars. He was liberal in his views 
and gave the people more freedom than 
a | ever had. . 

“He attempted to put the republic on a 
yvaying basis, and failed. In disbursing 
unds, when there was not enough to go 
around, he made enemies, and the charge 
of the revolutionists was that he was di- 
verting the revenues of the government to 
improper uses. 

“As his Congress approved his expen- 
em the proceeding was at least reg- 
ular. 

“Vasquez will have the same difficulty. 
The little nation is impoverished, with 
nothing to tax. There is no system of taxa- 
tion in San Domingo and none is possible. 
ven the municipal overnments receive 
their pro rata from the dues collected by 
the government. 

“The natives, as they are called, live on 
fruits and flour made from roots. They 
wear little clothing, have little need for 
money and naturally are not, and cannot 
be, great consumers of foreign products. 

“Not many years ago the West Indies 
supplied Europe with nearly all the sugar 
at prices to suit the producer. Heavy ex- 
pers duties were imposed by Spain in Cu- 

a and by the republics of Hayti and San 
Domingo, and the revenues 
to meet all contingencies 

‘There were magnificent homes in the 
tropics and Spain was dotted with palaces, 
bullt out of sugar. 

“Beet sugar has changed all this. 

“The largest sugar estate, owned by a 
Frenchman, is deserted, the agent having 
received notice from the owner to sus- 
pend operations, until, to use his own lan- 
aoe, sae island is owned by the United 

ates. 

“As a matter of fact, Ban Domingo must 
get access to American markets by reason

Russell E. Gardner of the Banner Buggy 
Co., Benjamin W. Clark, a wholesale groc-

turers’ Association a committee to organize

towns south of St. Louis on the Mississippi 
river for a plan, fathered by the associa- 
tion, or organizing a new packet line to 
operate from St. Louls to New Orieans. 

he packet line project is considered alto- 
gether practicable by President Kingsland 
and the members of the committee. 


Would Prevent 

Railroad Pools. 

Besides, they declare that its establish- 
ments would wrest St. Louls merchants and 
manufacturers from the grasp of the rafl- 


roads entering the southern ‘territory and 
interfere with the facility with which they 
may pool issues regarding freight rates 
to that territory. as at present, no matter 
how detrimental to St. Louis they may be. 

President Kingsland says that in the 
past, whenever a packet line was inaugu- 
rated from St. Louis south, the railroads 
would cut their rates and make them lower 
than the steamboat rates, no matter how 
reasonable the latter might be. The result 
would be that the shippers would quit the 
boat line and let the railroads have their 
freight. Naturally the packet line would 
suspend operations and as soon as it did 
the railroad would restore the original ob- 
jectionable rates. 

To prevent anv such contingency Mr. 
Kingsland has already devised a plan which 
he hopes, with the assistance of the mem- 
bers of the Manufacturers’ Association and 
other public-spirited business men, to Op- 
erate successfully. 

This is to induce the shippers of St. Louls 
or enough of them ‘to suit the purpese, to 
pledge themselves In advance to give the 
new line sufficient business to make it suc- 
cessful and to further pledge themselves not 
to transfer its shipping from the steamboa: 
line to the raliroads no matter what con- 
cessions the railroads may make in their 
efforts to destroy the packet line. 


River Trade Would 

Be Re-established. 

The projectors of the new packet com- 
pany point out that the realization of its 
plans would result in the re-establishment 


of the river trade which St. Louis formerly 
enjoyed with southern river points. 

Whereas formerly 30 to 4 St. Louis 
houses were engaged in this business, only 
three or four handle it at present. It is an- 
neunced that one of these is contemplating 
retirement from the trade because of its In- 
ability to secure the proper river accom- 
modations. 

The railroads reach almost every promi- 
nent point on the river, but there are any 
number of what are called plantation land- 
ings that the rallroads do not reach. Mr. 
Kingland says they require an immense 
amount of stuff that St. Loufs could fur- 
nish, if the beat Hne existed. At present 
to reach any of these points south of Mem- 
yhis, it is necessary to transfer goods at 
femphis, retransfer them Vicksburg, 
and then ship again on that ply 
between these points. 

There are strong river lines out of Mem- 
phis both north and south, but theee do 
not meet th* requ'rcments of St. Louis ac- 
cording to the packet line projectors. This 
city wants uv line of ita own, they declare, 
worked in the Interest of St. Louis, and for 
the building up and recovering of the trade 
that formerly belonged to St. Louis from 
the river points. It is said that beats have 
always made money on river freight when 
they were constructed to meet the neces- 
sities of the river. There are boats that 
could only run certain months in the year 
profitably. 

Mr. Kingsland and his associates have 
one into the question exhaustively and 
nave already decided upon the style of boat 
to be used in case the project is brought 
to a successful conclusion. 

The type of boat, the details of which 
follow. is one of the light draft. and, 
such deep water legislation as app’ars 
likely to be enacted, may be operated from 
St. Louls to New Orleans.

Ten Months in Year. 

‘This class of boats can be operated ten 
or eleven months in the year,"’ Mr. Kings- 
land said, ‘“‘and three of them would fur- 
nish a weekly packet line between St. Louis 
and New Orleans, and it is confidently 
atated by those acquainted with the trade 
that two or three boats a week could be 
loaded out of St. Louls.

ITS FATE WITH BUSINESS MEN 
CONDITION THAT STORES BE 
CLOSED BIG THURSDAY 
AFTERNOON. 


Promoters Claim to Have Lost $13,- 
O00 Last Year Because St. Louis 
Merchants Refused to Ob- 
serve Thursday as a 
Half Holiday. 


There will be no St. Louis fair this year 
unless the leading business houses agree to 
observe Fair Thursday as a half holiday 
by closing their doors at noon. 

That is the ultimatum which Messrs. 
Cella, Adler and Tilles, the present own- 
ers of the historic St. Louis Fair Grounds. 
have decided to serve on the public. 


It means that the annual St. Louis fatr, | 


which has been one of St. Louis’ most no- 
table institutions since 1856, and which has 
brought probably more visitors to St. Louis 
than any other attraction, will 
doned for all time unless the merchants 
agree to close their doors on the Thursday 
afternoon of Fair week. 

Last year Messrs. Cella, Adler and Tilles 
lost $13,000 on Fair week, they say. This 
year they say they are willing to lose about 
half trat amount, but no more. 

To ascertain the sentiment of the mer- 
chants with reference to the matter, 
Messrs. Cella, Adler and Tilles will send 
cut at once a circular asking them to 
pledge themselves to close their stores on 
Big Thursday afternoon. 

“The stores always closed on Big Thurs- 
day afternoon until last year,’’ said Presi- 
dent Tilles to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday 
raorning. ‘‘Although the mayor proclaimed 
Big Thursday a municipal half holiday last 
year, all the leading down town dry goods 
stores and other big stores remained open. 
If they propose to do that again this year, 
there wil! be no fair. 

“The big down town stores are the prin- 
cipal beneficiaries of the fair. The fair 
brings 100,000 people to St. Louis during the 
week. Every person it brings here spends 
money. The stores get this money.

After notifying a friend by telephone of 
his intention to end his life, George H. 
Busch, a student in the St. Louis College 
of Pharmacy, went to the Oxford Hotel, at 
6065 North Seventh street, and swallowed an 
Overdose of morphine. ) 

He died at his home, 1456 Warren street, 
at 8 o'clock Tuesday morning. six hours 
after his condition had been discovered. 

Close application to the study of hypno- 
tism, and the effect of hypnotism on his 
own mind, is believed to have deranged his 
mind. 

The telephone message was received 
shortly before 4 o'clock Monday ‘afternoon 
by Al. J. Bretscher, clerk in a drug store 
at Ninth ard Montgomery sireets, and 
young Busch's classmate and mpst intimate 
friend. 


Telephoned 

His Farewell. 

“I'm going to end my 
Busch by telephone ‘Tell 
the boys good-by for me, and tell Miss 
Herzog too. Shake hanas with her for 
me. Good-by, you won't see me any more 
till you're a pallbearer at my funeral.”’ 

“IT asked him where he was telephoning 
from,.”"" said Bretscher, “‘but he wouldn't 
tell me. Then I tried to make fun of him 
and get the idea of suicide out of his head, 
but before I could savy much he aaid ‘good- 
by’ again and left the telephone. 

“The Tom whom he mentioned was Tom 
J. Hallahan, one of his favends. Miss Her- 
zog is a girl to whom he was nattentive 
for a while past. She lives at 2606 St. Louis 
avenue. I naven't been to see her yet 
After receiving the message, Bretscher in- 
formed Hallahan and E. A. Busch, a fellow 
student, a friend of himself and Busch. 

They sought Busch at his home and at 
the drug store of his brother-in-law, where 
he was employed, but found no trace of 
him. Not wishing to alarm his mother, 
they did not tell her of the telephone mes- 
sage. 

While hie friends were on their fruitless 
search Busch was carrying out the inten- 
tion which he had expressed to Bretscher.

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MISSISSIPPI! RIVER TRANSPORTATION. 


In taking up for practical soluticn the problem of how to utilize 
the Mississippi river as a means of transportation for St. Louis, 
the Manufacturers’ Association has entered a field of activity 
rich with promise of commercial advantage for the community. 

For many years we have talked of the great trade possibilities 
of river transportation; we have urged Congress to provide 
liberally for river improvement; we have discussed schemes of 
transportation, but the practical solution of the problem has 
lagged. River traffic has steadily declined. With the excep- 
tion of the barge lines carrying grain in bulk for export, there 
are no lines to the seaboard. The through packets have dis- 
appeared. The 30 or 40 commercial houses which at one time 
found a profitable field of activity in the river trade have been 
reduced to three or four. 

But the river must be utilized if St. Louis is to realize al} of 
her great commercial opportunities and possibilities. The river 
can be made a factor of tremendous advantage in two ways: 

1. As a direct means of transporting freight to New Orleans 
and the seaboard and to the intermediate territory on the river. 

2 As a means of regulating. freight rates to the seaboard and 
intermediate points, and hence. as a means of securing trade in 
South and Central America and other foreign countries. 

An immense trade with the South may be secured by St. Louis 
through steamboat transportation between St. Louis and New 
Orleans by direct steamboat freight lines and through the influence 
of river rates on railway rates. 

Foreign trade of great profit may be secured through river 
lines and rates to the seaboard. 

New Orleans is rapidly growing in importance as a port. It is 
competing with New York and other Atlantic ports in the export 
trade. St Louis should share in this foreign traffic, but is 
cdebarred from her full share by high rail rates, due to the fact 
that our water route is not utilized. 

To show the value of the water rates as a means of controlling 
rail rates, it is only necessary to state that the rates from New 
York to New Orleans are less than the rates from St. Louis to 
New Orleans. The New York rate ranges from 30 cents a hundred 
on sixth-class to 79 cents on first-class freight. The St. Louis 
rate ranges from 3 cents to 90 cents. 

It is estimated that a packet line could cut the St. Louis-New 
Orleans rate in half and yet make a profit. With the rate to 
New Orleans and intermediate points cut in half, St. Louis would 
reap the benefit of a great opportunity to extend St. Louis trade 
over a vast and rapidly developing territory at home and abroad. 

President L. D. Kingsland of the St. Louis Manufacturers’ 
Association gives the public, through the. Post-Dispatch, a most 
interesting ‘statement of prevailing conditions aud the poraibilities 
of gain to the merchants and manufacturers of St. Louis in a 
permanent and efficient packet line to New Orleans. 

The plan of the association is to interest the merchants and 
manufacturers in a packet line, with boats constructed spec'ally 
for river traffic under varying conditions. 

Having prevailed upon Congress to adopt a scheme of perma- 
nent river improvement, with annual appropriations, St..Louisans 
should set to work to secure the use of the river and its tremen- 
dous benefits with a determination to succeed. The gain to the 
merchants and manufacturers and to the community as a whole, 
including the railroad interests centering in St. Louis, cannot be 
estimated. 

The will to succeed on the part of the business men of St. Louis 
is all that is necessary to success. It is a community enter- 
prise and the Manufacturers’ Association should receive prompt 
and liberal co-operation from all citizens. 
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It is said that St. Louis is to be the Hill headquarters in the 
great fight between the Hill and Harriman railway interests 
for southern and southwestern business, in case the railway king 
shall be beaten in the merger litigation. With the prospective 
defeat of the mergers in the federal courts, shippers have good 
reason to be hopeful.
